HAT part of the United States should take 
W the most selfish interest in prepared- 
ness? 

Not the Atlantic coast, facing the armaments of 
ali Europe; not the Pacific coast, exposed be- { 
tween the walls of the Rockies and Asia—but the 
Middle West. 

The great war proves that proximity to the fir- 
ing line does not imply more suffering than dis- 
tance from it. One of its clearest lessons for us is 
that in case of an invasion of the United States 
by a foreign Power or any combination of for- 
eign Powers the Mississippi Valley would be the 
hardest hit of any portion of the country. 

Only the regions occupied by the invader and 
where the fighting actually took place would suf- 
fer more distress in heart and pocket than the | 
West. 

The farms of the Middle West produce some of 
our sturdiest sons. They would go into battle with 
al} the courage of the Iron Brigade in the Civil 
War. Mourring among wives and mothers would 
be no less common on the banks of the Missouri 
than the banks of the Hudson. The men who 
would die in defense of the country would come 
from all sections, and from the taxpayers of the 
West as well as the East would come the money 
to wage the war of defense. 

The Middle West is our great producer cf raw 
materials. If a superior navy should blockade our 
coasts, all exports of raw materials and agricul- 
tural products would cease overnight. We should 
see 60—perhaps 40—ccnt wheat. The only market 
for our raw materials would be within our own 
borders. The Middic West would be the worst 
suffferer from-this stagnation of its normal trade 
in raw materials, the products of its millions of 
fertile acres. 

The great corn belt and the outlying territory 
ean boast of no munition plants and few fac- 
tories for the making of uniforms, boots, belts, 
blankets, tents, knapsacks, any of the material 
which an army consumes. Three-fourths of the 
war money paid out by employers to employes in 
such work would go to the Eastern seaboard and 
im'mediately contiguous territory. 


War Profits No One in the 
End; All Must Share Loss 

HE West would send its men away to camps 
T facing the enemy. It would lose its most 
abundant and energetic producers, while 
the East would gain consumers. Western towns 
would be in the position of those in France which 
are farthest from the front. They wait for the 
lists of the casualties with idle hands, for business 
i. dead in them. Their makers of business are at 
the front facing the enemy—and dying; and the 
commerce that an army .creates does not reach 
back to these town. So it would be in the West 
in war time in America. 
The most prospecous towns in France today cre 
the manufacturing towns and those within the 
zone of the armies. Here the troops spend their 
pay. The town occupied by British headquarters 
thrives exceedingly. Many a shopkeeper sticks to 
his shop in the zone o* shell fire becav-e the sol- 
diers, when they have their turn out of the 
trenches, are such good customers. The farmers 
have markets for their eggs and vegetables. 
Many a small fortune is being accumulated out 
of that generously spending British army, for the 
soldier, when he is off duty in time of war, not 
knowing but that he will be dead tomorrow, is not 
given to haggling over prices. 
Let us suppose that New England has been oc- 
cupied by the enemy. There will be hundreds of 
thousands of refugees fleeing before his troops. 
The well-to-do among them will spend their 
money, and public money for the care of the poor 
will be spent; back of the American front in the 
Fastern states.

It is this fundamental necessity of training, ed- 


makes the Boy Scout organization so vitally tm- 
portant to the welfare of the country. 

The Boy Scout movement does not interfere 
with the home or the school; it supplements them; 
it gives the boy discipline, training, knowledge 
in practical efficiency and ethical conduct that 
he may not get at home or in the school. It 
trains him to take care of himself and to be help- 
ful to others. It gives him sound rules of con- 
duct for use under all circumstances. 

The value of the Boy Scout moral code is that it 
is the code of the boys themselves. It is not im- 
posed on them by others, but is accepted and en- 
forced by themselves. It is true inward discipline 
and is therefore the strongest influence for good 
that a boy can have. 

The value of the physical and mental training of 
the Boy Scouts is that it is accomplished through 
work that interests the boys. They learn how to 
take care of themselves under all circumstances 
by actual, interesting effort in that direction. 
They go into the fields and woods; they camp out; 
they take “hikes.” The things they learn to do are 
invaluable, but the boys enjoy themselves learn- 
ing them. 

The preparedness which the Boy Scout training 
instills into the boys is the best kind of prepared- 
hess for peace and defense in war, for business 
and citizenship. It makes them strong, efficient, 
conscientious, useful men. 

St. Louis has been backward in supporting and 
promoting the Boy Scout organization. It has 
lagged here from lack of money and popular sup- 
port, although excellent work has been done so 
far as the movement has gone, St. Louis has only 
3000 Boy Scouts, when it should have at least 
20,000. Eventually every boy should be in the 
Scouts. 

As a matter of preventing crime and checking 
the development of criminals, every boy gang 
should be changed into a Boy Scout troop. 

The cost of maintaining Boy Scout organizations 
is not great, but sufficient monéy to pay for or- 
ganizing and directing the organization is neces- 
In order to put the St. Louis Boy Scout move- 
ment on an efficient, growing basis, the local 
council will begin tomorrow a three-day cam- 
paign to raise $16,000 for three years. 

Volunteer teams will ask citizens to subscribe 
annual payments for three years. The individual 
subscriptions neéd not be large. The teams are 
composed of citizens who are willing to give time 
and labor to this end. 

The teams should have a cordial reception from 
the men of the city. St. Louis has had frequent 
calls for money, but this cause should not be per- 
mitted to fail.

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GOOD ROADS ARE BARGAINS. 

At the meeting of the Kirkwood Board of Al- 
dermen, when a resolution indorsing the good 
roads bond issue was passed unanimously, Mr. 
Hawes used an apt illustration to show the in- 
significance of the cost of good roads to indi- 
vidual tax payers. He showed that for the 
owner of property assessed at $4000 the tax for 
the good road bonds would amount to $8 a year 
or 662-83 cents a month—the equivalent of six 
cigars, six bottlés of beer or 12 bottles of soda 
pop a month. : 

For a bagatelle of this kind the owner of about 
$10,000 worth of property, which will be vastly 
improved by good roads, would enjoy the use of 
the good roads with all the benefits in comfort, 
ease of travel, reduced cost of wear and tear on 
horses and vehicles. 

The owner of a farm worth $10,000 would save 
many times 662-3 cents a month by the use of 
good roads in wear and tear and gain many 
times that amount in the prompt sale of his 
products. His énjoyment of the roads would be 
worth many times the money. The road would 
be good in all weather and seasons. 
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SUCH A THING AS PEACE.

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WASHINGTON COUNTY BARYTA MINING. 

A Bonne Terre reader calls attention to the fact 
that the baryta or tiff miners of Washington 
County, who produce about 24,000 tons of the min- 
eral annually, net about $3 a ton, while the local 
companies that buy the tiff get $30 and upwards 
for the finished product. The writer thinks this 
condition i¢ an intolerable one for the miner, as 
this ore is hard to find. The miner goes out into 
the hills and prospects for it, finding it in pock- 
ets. It may take him a week to get out half a 
ton. Missouri, in its annual Red Book, boasts of 
its product of baryta, but if the figures given by 
the correspondent are correct, it is evident that 
the actual producers have much less than their 
share of the wealth they labor so hard to pro- 
duce. 

Possibly the best suggestion in this case is 
that the tiff miners form a co-operative body, for 
their mutual protection in selling their product. 
With a businesslike organization théy might be 
able to do a great deal better, as farmers, stock 
raisers and fruit growers have done in many 
parts of the country. 
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BOB-TAIL-CAR PREPAREDNESS. 

The deduction Senator Reed makés from the 
war ought to be clear to the most unmilitary 
civilian, the most inveterate pacificist. It has 
subordinated the importance of the man with 
the rifle and magnified the importance of the 
man behind the machine gun, the man behind 
the fleld piece, the man behind artillery of any 
caliber. :

British Blockade Will Affect Neutrals 


“GIVE NAVY A FREE HAND.” 

London Times: There is a growing feeling 
in-both houses that the navy should be given a 
freer hand in tightening the blockade. At the 
present we have a notorious division of work be- 
tween the Admiralty, the Foreign Office, the 
Board of Trade and numerous committees. They 
are trying between them to carry out a policy 


»which only lately has taken any coherent form, 
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and they are obviously carrying it out with much 
friction and many conspicuous failures. 


WHAT BRITAIN WANTS. 

London Daily Telegraph: What is required, 
ig a joint specific declaration by all the Powers 
concerned that the measures at sea against Ger- 
many have behind them the united and firm 
will of the allied nations. While England wants 
every honorable consideration shown to neutral 
traders, it wants the navy to prevent juridical 
niceities from interfering with the work of the 
fleet. The fleet must be employed remorselessly, 
ruthlessly, relentlessly. 


CORKING GERMANY UP. 

Washington Times: The allies are going ‘o 
cork up the central Powers with a blockade in 
the fullest sense of the term. 

This means that contraband as well as noncon- 
traband will be permitted no longer to go slap- 
bang into Germany through the Scandinavian 
countries by the hundreds of millions of dollars. 

It means that with this shift from the experi- 
ment of the orders in council to the American 
Civil War principles and practices to complete 
blockade, including the doctrine of the continuous 
voyage, the British, French and Italian fleets are 
going to plug the neck of the Teutonic bottle tight 
against everything trying either to get in or to get 
out. 

It means that in fact as well as in name, they

are going to starve out 
here in this country half a century 
starved out the South. ea 

In the United States it is not realized very gen- 
erally that there has been a deliberate policy by 
the British Government to let go into Germany 
large quantities of articles not directly essential 
t:: the Kaiser’s military forces and plans. The 
purpose of this “leak’’—an enormous leak, too— 
was to bankrupt Germany by drawing out all her 
gold. 

Whether because Germany is now regarded by 
the allies as bankrupt or as good as bankrupt, or 
whether because the entente Powers have con- 
cluded that starvation will be a stronger and a 
swifter weapon than bankruptcy has been, the 
partial blockade is to be made complete, it is 
gcing to have a very large effect in this country. 

The noisy agitators who are always trying to 
make mischief here in behalf of the Berlin war 
machine will be at it again harder than ever. Ex- 
porters who see their foreign sales cut down by 
the closer blockade will add their angry protests. 
But as a nation we shall not be able to get away 
from the fact that the Government of the United 
States itself developed-the principles and rules of 
wlockade to the very degree which will now be ap- 
plied by the allies to strangle their enemies. 


PROBABLE EFFECTS. 

Detroit Free Press: The institution of'a 
formal general blockade against German ports by 
Great Britain would act in some degree as an an- 
swer to American protests against the operation of 
the various British orders in council. It would, 
however, be a tightening rather than a loosening 
of the lines, for it would regularize much that 
now is outside the countenance of international 
law. If construed as a concession to representa- 
tions from Washington, it would at least be a very 
ctrious sort of a concession, and a good many 
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shippers might be tempted to wish they had wor- 
ried along under the irregular conditions now im- 
posed by the British Government, since those at 
least partly insure against actual monetary loss 
and have some loopholes for commerce. 

While the imposition of a blockade might have 
the effect noted, it would be a great deal to assume 
that the Government in London is contemplating 
such a’move for the purpose of clearing up the 
Washington controversy. Though, of course, not 
blind to the natural consequences in this direc- 
tion, Mr. Asquith and his associates in the Cab- 
inet are chiefly occupied with matters which to 
them seem of considerably more importance, and if 
there comes a tightening of the lines against Ger- 
ruany we may conclude the action is taken because 
it is considered an effective military measure. 
Statements about food shortage in Germany are so 
persistent and evidences of their truth are be- 
coming so numerous that there is no longer much 
recom for doubt about the serious conditions in the 
empire. These conditions may not be as bad as 
some have painted them, but the demand on 
America for milk, the recurring food riots, the 
constantly increasing strictness of diet regulations 
and the growing inclination in Berlin to consider 
barbarous reprisals can have only one meaning. 
The pinch is being seriously felt. 

This naturally must encourage Great Britain to 
tighten the screws which have been so far effective 
it. their pressure. 


WOULD HASTEN PEACE. 

New York Journal of Commerce: It is evident 
that there can be no really effective: blockade 
against neutral trade to the markets of Germany 
without a qualified and discriminating blockade 
of neutral ports, through which it may pass, a 
thing forbidden, it is’ said, by international law. 
And yet this blockade is the most powerful weap- 
or. in the hands of Great Britain for hastening 
the defeat of the central Powers, bringing the war 
to an end and establishing a peace that will be 
assured of anything like permanency. The accom- 
plishment of that is a thing as much to be de- 
sired by the neutral nations as by those engaged 
ir: thee war. It is to be desired by none more 
devoutly than by the United States,- and in the 
long run it would be worth more to the people 
of Germany than to anybody else, though they 
cannot be expected to ‘see that while under their 
present obsession. It is desirable for the sake of 
the world’s peace and the cause of civilized gov- 
ernment that the British blockade should be suc- 
cessful, and that the German empiré should not 
be rendered immune by the action of neutral na- 
tions from the most effective kind of attack cf 
the enemy which it has forced into a war for the 
protection of tlhe world’s trade. Is it for the 
United States to hinder that consummation? 


MORE ILLEGALITY. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: In substituting 
the “blockade” for the orders in council, what 
the British Government are doing is not to legalize 
this procedure, as the terminology might intimate, 
but to extend their present illegal program, and 
also to appropriate the privileges that accom- 
pany a legal blockade which they had hitherto sur- 
rendered in consideration of the conferred irreég- 
They propose now not only to seize

also to confiscate them as. violators of blockade, 
whereas under the orders in council compensation 
was promised for such seizures. 

The practical effect of such a charge, so far as 
this country is concerned, need not be great, save 
that where remuneration has hitherto been prof- 
fered none will now be forthcoming. The im- 
portant point is that such a decision by Great 
Britain will mean an emphatic denial of every 
principle that we have contended for in the block- 
ade controversy.

Long beforé the pregent conflict 
American Admiral had laid down 
value of sea power in the wars of the 
past and estimated its prospective in- 
fluence upon the next war. For Britain 
and Germany Admiral Mahan’s various 
volumes become the law and the gospel 
in naval history, and to the first book 
is ascribed the present German Empe- 
ror’s change of policy, which brought 
his country and Great Britain to war. 

Sea power in all the great confliets 
of thé past was not immediate deci- 
sive, Admiral Mahan has pointed out at 
great length, and With a wealth of de- 
tail, how the French were able, both 
under Louis XIV and under Napoleon, 
to win not only campaigns, but conti, 
nental supremacy, only to loge it in the 
end, beceuse they were unable to deal 
with sea power. 

In Our own war of independénce the 
decigiye victory of Yorktown camé when 
Britain had temporarily lost control of | 
the water of American coasts. Yet in 
1871 @f the Fremich supremacy at sea did 
not av@il to’ gave’ the French, because 
the decigion could be had on land «nd 
was iad In our own Civil War, on the 
other hand, the North used the blockade 
to the uttermost and the possession of 
sea power contributed enormously to the 
destruction of the Sourh. ' 

What so far has bec the new lesson 
of sea power in the greatest struggle of 
history; how far has that policy which 
he been known as Malhanism, as na- 
valism, justified itself in eqnftlict with 
the rival doctrine of MoltKkeism or mili- 
tarism. 

Mahanism Has Prevalied, 

Even at the present moment it is pos- 
sible to say unqual'*edly that naval 
power has achieved all that was expect: :

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but with a difference. Napoleon was 
eble to get a decision on land as abso- 
late at the moment as Britain's at sea. 
Austerlitz answered Trafalgar and Jena 
and Friedland compieted the conyuest 
of the continent. But Gérmany has ex- 
tractetd ne surrender from her enemies. 
Nepoleon made Austria, Prussia, Russia 
give over the war and sue for peace. He 
made Austria surrender a second time 
a* Wagram. He even swept a British 
expeditionary army out of Spain. 

Beside the Napoleonic success, Ger- 
many’s victories to the present moment 
reall victories in territory, not in na- 
lions. but when Napvleon had con- 
qQuered. the continent there was left 
Britain, safe.behind her sea power and 
ell able and willing to fight on. He 
had gone in his earlier days to Egypt tw 
sirike at Brritain; and failed. He had 
watched the British coast from Bou- 
logne, to which the Kaiser has not 
cone. . 

But in his whole career he failed to set 
i9ot on British’ soil or. to conquer a 
Pritish colony cr province which would 
s» cripple Britain as to compel o per- 
sUade her to consider peace. So he was 
forced to fight on, for British money 
und British diplomacy raised new wars 
in Spain, in Russia, in Austria, until 
at last France was worn out, while 
Creat Britain uninvaded, with the whole 
carrying trade of the world in her 
hands, remained unwasted and uwacrip- 
pled. 

Thus sea power wore out land power. 
It made decisive victories on land of 
lut passing value; it raised new armies, 
new insurrections, new wars, and it was 
alvvays immune itself from injury. In 
the end it prevailed because France 
could not forever fignt the world. It 
tempted Napoleon’ to annex province 
fter province, to closo the ports to 
Pritish commerce—it led it to Moscow 
ard to Spain, seeking to ruin Brit- 
sin, and in the end France was bied 
white by victories—and Frenchmen 
utvandoned Napoieon for peace. 

History Repeating Itself. 

Now, no one can mistake the fact that 
history is already repeating itself. To- 
day Germany cannot make peace, can- 
ot rest from her labors or harvest the 
fruits of her victories, because there is 
nec power in her hands to compel, to 
persuade, the British to make peace. 
She has provinces of France, of Russia 
—these she might evacuate—she has re. 
“<ources to purchase peace from her land 

“es, but what shall she offer Britain? 

Above all, what shall she offer the 
only nation which has actually gained 
by the present war. for Britain has al- 
ready swept up German colonies and 
avolished her only rival in the sea- 
borne commerce of the world. Some 
day Germany must return to peace, but 
she cannot return to normal life while 
Hamburg and Bremen are sealed up, 
while the seas are closed to her expoiit 
and import trade, by which, as an in- 
dustrial nation, she must live. 

The war has cost her seven casualties 
to one British, and she has only a slight- 
ly larger white population than Britain 
and British colonies. In money it is 
costing Germany and Great Britain 
about dollar for dollar, but Germany has 
no such accumulation of capitai as Brit- 
ain. And some portion of British trade 
and commerce is still going forward. 

A war of exhaustion is terribly expen- 
sive for Great Britain, but in men Great 
Britain is now better off because of 
German losses; in money she is even 
more advantageously placed. She is 
living on her accumulated capital—her 
past; Germany is mortgaging her 1u- 
ture. In human capital Germany’s loss 
has already been staggering, Briiain’s 
relatively slight, and then British capac. 
it; for recovery is vastly greater chaa 
Germany's. 

Present Problems. 

But the present problems are of more 
importance to Germany than any future 
contingency. Were it not for the British 
navy she could obtain a satisfactory 
peace today, a peace that would assure 
her eastern frontier and give her .: lly 
the hegemony of the Balkans. She 
could even expect to hold Belgium and 
possibly a portion of France. 

As it is, she cannot obtain peace on 
terms that in the smallest degree rec- 
ognize her great victories and conquests, 
because she has failed to take a singic 
foot of British territory and has sd far 
failed to find any wéapon which would 
disturb British safety or menace British 
imports. 

Today Germany could talk peace with 
France, with Russia, with the foe of her 
Austrian ally, Italy. But she cannot 
talk peace with Great Britain because 
at a far smaller cost in lives, Britain 
has won practically all of Germany's 
colonies and now holds tha gate to 
Germany, the sea gate by which Ger- 
many’s manufactures must reach the 
yorld, by which Germany's food and 
raw materials must enter. How shall 
Germany persuade the British to permit 
them to use the gate? If she cannot 
persuade them by force, she must meez 
British«terms. 

These terms have been forecast: The 
first provision in any British treaty of 
peace must be the restoration by Ger- 
many of all the provinces and regions 
conquered. She must give up the prof- 
its of the war and bear the terrible bur- 
dens incident to her losses of men and 
to her accumulation of debt, not merely 
without reward, but with the actual loss 
of her colonies, Such a treaty of peace 
is for Germany, as she now stands, an 
unthinkable bargain. 

But how shall she better her position’ 
The truth is that the British naval 
power is becoming every day a larger

Ludwig Marz, 63 years old, proprietor 
of a grocery and saloon at 3538 Chou- 
teau avenue, shot and killed one of two 
negroes who attempted to rob the sa- 
loon at 11!% o’clock lagt night after his 
son-in-law, Edward Rogers, 48 years 
old, had wrested from the negro, who 


afterwards was kilied, the revolver 
which he had attempted to use. 

This was the second killing of a rob- 
ber within two days, Byron H. Fox hav- 
ing been shot by Joe Hing when he tried 

G hold up the Jatter’s Chinese res- 
taurant at 2 South Twenty-first street 
early Friday morning. 

Marz was in the grocery in front of 
the bar and separated from it by a 
partition, when the two negroes entered 
the front deor, and walked through the 
grocery into the bar. They ordered 
drinks, and were served. 

Marz, finishing with his customer, 
walked into the bar and told Rogers to 
put up the shutters, as it was near clos- 
ink time.. As Rogers walked from be- 
hind the bar, the smaller of the two ne- 
groes pulled @®eevolver from his pocket 
and pointed it at him with a command 
that he hold up his hands. 

Gets -_Hobbers Revolver. 

Rogers was near .the negro, and in- 
stead of complying, grasped the revolver 
and wrested it from the robber. When 
Rogers got the revolver the smaller ne- 
ure ran- out. 

iegers fired two shots us the robber 
ran, and then turned to the larger negro 
and ordered him to hold his hands up 
und stand against the wall. 

Marz, who had been behind the bar, 
got a revolver from a drawer and handed 
it to Rogers, who was keeping the re- 
maining negro covered. Marz said he 
would telephone for the police, and 
started to the telephone. At this mo- 
ment the smatier negro ran into the 
bar with another revolver, and began 
shooting at Rogers. Rogers returned 
the fire, 

Had Hard Fight. 
They were at such close quarters that 
they began beating each other on the 
head with .the revolvers. Marz ran up 
tc Rogers, took the revolver from him, 
und began shooting at the small negro, 
who aguin ran out the side doors of the 
saloon. The negro re-entered almost im- 
mediately, but backed out again, accom- 
panied by his larger companion. As they 
went out the door Marz fired at them 
with the revolver that had been taken 
away from the small robber. 
Marz and Rogers followed them to the 
door and saw the smaller negro sta: gger- 
ing. 
Marz then telephoned to the police. A 
patrol wagon load of policemen respond- 
el and searched the neighborhood. 
The smaller negro was found lying 
dead in the alley in the rear of the 
saloon. No trace was found of the 
other negro. 
When the shooting was going or 
pMarz’s wife, 73 years old, descended 
from the living rooms above the saloon, 
und was present when the shot which 
killed the negro was fired. 
In the de@ad negro’s. pockets was 
found a letter addressed to John Groves. 
218 Papin street. It was from the 
dead negro’s wife at Webster Groves. 
Marz said he was robbed on Jan. 
-i, 1914. That night a man entered the 
Saloon and hit him on the head with 
a brick wrapped in a newspaper and 
then stole $14. He said he decided then 
to be ready for the next robber.

H. Con- 
rades, who with Otto Stifel, is a 
trustee of the estate, joined as a 
plaintiff in the suit. 

The will provided for the payment 
of several charitable and other be- 
quests, and then placed the bulk of 
the property in the hands of truste>s. 
The widow, Mrs. Louise Stifel, was to 
receive one-half of the income and 
the children the ‘balance in equal 
shares. The penalty of forfeiture of 
interest was imposed upon any heir 
who should attempt to set aside the 
provisions. Mrs. Stifel died in March, 
19E8. ow 

Forty-three parcels of realty are 
owned by the estate, including the 
Stock Exchange Building on Fourth 
street, the Shapleigh Hardware Co. 
Building at Fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue and, the . Imperial 
Theater at Tenth and Pine streets, 
anda building occupied by. the Blanke 
Coffee. Co.. at 218 South Seventh 
street. 

May Vest in Unborn Children. 

It ts contended that the trust was 
created without reference to any life 
in being at the date éf testator's 
death, as the law provides, and. if 
thé trust is valid it would be peasible 
for the éntire estate, at thé end of 
the 25 years, to vést in “unborn chil- 
dren of grandchildren unborn at the 
time of testator’s death.” It also: is 
contended that under the provisions 
of the will it would be possible for 
the entire estate, at the end of the 
trust, to vest only in persons who 
may not be born within 25 yoars or 
more from the time the elder Stifel 
died. 

The suit gives the age of .Miss 
Clara Stifel as 64 years, Otto Stifel 
53, and Mrs. Conrades 49. 

The will prohibited Miss Clara 
Stifel from selling, conveying or in- 
cumbering, during the existence of 
the trust, a residence bequeathed to 
her and a similar prohibition was 
made against the. trustees in regard 
to the realty at Fourth and Wash- 
ington, Tenth and Pine and 213.S30uth 
Seventh, under penalty of forfeiture. 
The plaintiffs say they were advised 
that such prohibition is illegal be- 
cause it is against public policy. 

Because of alleged illegal restric- 
tions and limitations, it is asserted 
by the petitioners that Stifel.died in- 
testate as to all of the property 
which he placed in trust and his 
heirs are entitled to it cabselutely. 
The defendants named in the suit are 
Carl G. and Marie Stifel and Paul E. 
and Otto 8S. Conrades, grandchildren 
of the testator. 


Low Limits Trusta, Lawyers Say. 

Schnurmacher & Rassieur, attorneys 
for the plaintiffs, say the law lmits 
the tying up in trust of property by a 
testator to not longer than 21 years 
after the death of the last surviving 
beneficiary. The Stifel will, technically 
construed, exceed# this period four 
years, it was pointed out. Counsel said 
another feature which renders the trust 
void is that the will fails to place title 
to the property in anyone and at the 
end of % yeas it might go to persons 
not entitled to it. 

It was stated yesterday that since the 
death of the elder Stifel, 
iricreased.in value about $300.000 and 
has been yielding a net income of $75,- 
(000.a year to the heirs.. Since the death 
of Mrs. Stifel her children have re- 
ceived all of this in equal shares. 

Stifel was the owner of the Charlies 
G. Stifel Brewery, which, is now the 
City Brewery. The Union Brewery was 
not a part of his estate. It is the in- 
dividual preperty of Otto BStifel, who 
is rated wealthy [n his own. right. Otto 
Stifel also Owns other valuable prop- 
erty and was one of the promoters and 
owners of the St. Louis Federal League 
ball club He is e prominent Repub- 
lican politician.

AIR PLANES RAIN 
MACHINE GUN FIRE 


Battler Described as “Huge 
Monster” Put Into Action 
After Secret Experiments.

PARIS, Jan. 22.—The new German air 
dreadhougtits, of the construction of 
which the French military authorities 
have been aware for months, already are 
in use. 

Last week a French pllot encountered 
one of these mammoth airships at an 
altitude of 9000 feet. He frankly owned: 

“IT had a.miraculous escape, due to 
prompt flight. I cannot yet understand 
how I managed to escape from the ter- 
rific fire of its machine guns.” « 

He described tt as “huge, a monster, 
making a terrific noise, much notster 
than a Zeppelin.” 

The new German air dreadnoughts 
are fitted with a total motor power of 
700-horsepower in four motors, namely: 
Two motors Of 220-horsepower each and 
two motors of 18-h«orsepower cach. The 
apeed attains 119 miles per hour. 

They are ironciad and carry for ther 
matn armament four machine guns, be- 
sides bomb throwers and sundry other 
offensive devices.

NIGHT RIDER CASES 


Counsel for Defen Defendants Com- 
plains of Activity of Citizens’ 
Committee in Prosecutions. 


49 STILL TO BE TRIED} 


Lawyer Thinks Sentence of 18 
Nearly Covers Guiity; Warns 
of Railroading Methods.

NEW MADRID, Mo., Jan. 22.—The first 
halt in the Steady grind of convictions 
and pleas of guilty, in the night rider 
trials, in progress here since Monday 
morning, came this afternoon, when the 
jury in the case of George and Dan Ry- 
als reported a disagreement; and was 
discharged by Judge McCarty. 

In the week, six of the 67 alleged night 
riders have been convicted, and two have 
been sentenced to penitentiary terms of 
five years each, one for three years and 
three for two years; and 12 men have 
pleaded guilty and taken sentences of 
two years each. 

Forty-nine men, including the Ryals 
brothers, are still defendants. By his 
plea for the Ryals brothers, Rice Pierce, 
counsel for most of the men, today con- 
vinced some of the jurors that their guilt 
had not been proven, and that there was 
fanger that, as he put it, innocent men 
would be ‘“‘railroaded’’ to the péniten- 
tiary through, the efforts of the Citizens’ 
Committee. ‘This committee employed 
detectives ‘to work up the cases, and 
rounsel to aid the prosecution. 

Piea for Younger Men. 

Pierce said that, in his belief, most of 
the guilty men were among those who 
have pleaded guilty. A number of his 
tlienta, he said, especially some of the 
younger ones, were inducéd to join the 
sight rider bands on the representation 
that they were labor unions. Once in 
the bands, the youths found themselves 
petween their “older comrades and the 
law. They would be whipped and per- 
haps killed if they deserted their com- 
mades, and if they kept on they would be 
im danger of prison. . 

He argued that the only testimony 
against the Ryals brothers came from 
men who had admitted their own guilt, 
and that these men said only that they 
thought one or both of the Ryalses were 
with them when M. R. Adkisson was 
whipped, the night of Nov. 5. The Ry- 
alses are young married men. The night 
riders were masked at the time of the 
attack on Adkisson, and some af them 
were not recognized by the others. 

Pierce made the same argument, Jater 
in the day, When Noah Willoby, a mid- 


éle-aged man, was tried. Willoby’s case 


went to another jury this evening, and 
this jury went to bed without having 
reached a verdict. It is the genera! be- 
lief that this jury, also, is hung. 

An indication of the expeditious man- 
ner in which the cases are being pros- 
ecuted was given when the case of the 
Ryals brothers, following the jury's dis- 
agreement, was set for its second trial 
Wednesday. 

Noah Willoby, testifying in his own 
behalf, said he and others were lured 
into the organization under the repre- 
sentation that it was a sort of grange, 
He denied 
having had any personal part in unlaw- 
ful acts. 

Youth Offers to Plead Gatity. 

Thomas Drury, 18 years old, one of the 
defendants, went before the Judge to- 
day and offered to plead guilty and 
take two years. He said he was not 
one of Adkisson’s assailants, and that 
he got in the gang because members 
promised that his wages would be 
raised. His offer to plead guilty was 
made, he said, because he feared that 
he would be convicted and get five 
years. a 

Judge McCarty refused to let young 
Drury plead guilty, and said he would 
see that the youth had‘a fair trial.

Department of Justice Declares 
U. S. Deputy Marshal Was 
Negligent in His Duties. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—F. J. John- 
son, Deputy United States Marshal, who 
was in charge of Ignatius T. T. Lincoln, 
confessed German spy, when Lincoln 
escaped in Brooklyn last Saturday, was 
fired today by direction of Attorney- 
General Gregory. 

Department of Justice officials, after 
examining a report on the circumstances 
of Lincoln’s escape, decided that John- 
son had been negligent. 

Lincoln was held pending extradition 
to England to answer forgery charges. 
United States officials say he has not 
been connected with any plots to vio- 
late American neutrality. 

All fhe details of how Lincoln es- 
caped while at dinner with Deputy Mar- 
shal Johnson‘in a Brooklyn restaurant, 
after the two had visited the Federal! 
Building here, have been gone over thor- 
oughly. 

Lincoln has confessed that he was a 
German spy while a member of the 
House ‘of Parliament and a respected 
English citizen in London. 

It is also known here how he wrote 
the story of his life, how he is today 
walking about the streets of New York 
defying arrest. 

Officials also have seen the reward 
for Lincoln's arrest on, the assumption 
that no man so widely known by pho- 
tograph and physical description could 
long be at large in New York without 
being captured.

Williams said 
Cleary had .a syringe from which he 
squirted watér on him. He said Cleary 
and his companions teased him and 
sauirted water down his neck. 

Williams said he picked up a large 
knife from the lunch counter, intending 
to frighten the young men. He said as 
he lunged toward them Cleary started 
io ruh back of the bar, but collided with 
the proprietor, John Frewer, and fell 
back against the knife. 

The blade penetrated Cleary’s. breast. 

Dr. Louis A. Missimore of 4869 Page 
boulevard, who said he had gone into the 
saloon to have a check cashed, testi- 
fied he saw the killing.

Altar Foundations Laid and Mar- 
ble Columns to Support Its 
Dome Are in Place. 


ART IS OF.CARTOON TYPE 


St. Louisan’s Mosaic Designs, 
Termed ‘Anarchistic,’ to Arrive 


Many rich mosaics, designed for -the 


ornamentation of the $100,000 altar donat- 
ed to the New St. Louis Cathedral, by 
Ww. Cc. McBride of 28 Washington terrace, 
ore awaiting shipment from New York 
and will be brought to St. Loufs within 
two months, to be put in place. They 
heve been constructed undef the personal 


supervision of George D. Barnett, the 
architect. 
The foundations of the altar have been 
laid and the I richly-colored marble 
columns that will support the altar dome 
have -been erected and capped. The 
structure will stand 67 feet high and 36 
feet wide and will rest upon its founda- 
tion a weight of 340 tons. 

Barnett yesterday said the Gorham 
company of New York, which made the 
mosaics, has produced an artistic result 
that, for beauty and individyality, could 
not have been equaled in Venice or Sal- 
vatore, where the famous mosaics of 
the past were made. This, he thought, 
was due to the foreign-made mosaics 
having degenerated into a pictorial type 
s6 standardized that they could bé sold 
ac so much a foot for this or that de- 
sign. Contrasted with this pictorial type, 
he said, the mosaics for the new cathed- 
ral are of a cartoon type, giving a dis- 
tinctiveness which he believes is neces- 
sury to keep mosaics in the class of 
works of art. 

An “Anarchistic’” Isanevation. 

Barnett said that when he made 
known his ideas to the New York 
firm he was accused of anarchy in 
relation to the generally accepted 
ideas of mosaics. He found the Gor- 
ham company, however, willing to 
lend itself to the development of 
these “anarchistic’ ideas. The com- 
pany set {ts best artists, Thomas 
Blandon and E. B. Herrick, to mak- 
ing the drawings and working out 
the cartoons exactly as Barnett 
wanted them made. 

This made it necessary that Bar- 
nett be constantly in touch with the 
artists. For 18 months, he said, he 
spent more time in New York than 
at his home in St. Louis. The first 
efforts of the artists did not please 
him; nor did the second. When it 
came to the actual assembling of the 
strikingly colored bits of giass he 
required that much work be de- 
stroyegd and done over and the 
artists’ designs changed accordingly. 
With what he termed the patient 
and willing co-operation of the Gor- 
ham company the figures at last fin- 
ished are the embodiment of his 
ideal of mosaic ,art—an art which he 
predicts will be the basis of a new 
school in America. 

The cartooned figures include the 
Archangels and the Latin fathers. 
Some of the most striking ones are 
those of the Sts.. Ambrose, Gregory, 
Augustine and Jerome, Surmounting 
the dome will be the four Archan- 
gels, Uriel, Michael, Rafael and Gab- 
riel. The fields forming the back- 
ground for these pictures are made 
up of the finest Venetian gold glass. 
Venetian glass has been used freely 
in.the.construction, although much 
American-made glass also has been 
used, 

At the top of the interior of the 
dome will be the emblems of the 
Trinity. In mosaics also will be the 
nine choirs of angels in the sanctu- 
ary—seraphims, cherubims, thrones, 
dominations, powers, virtues, princi- 
palities, archangels and angels. 

Original Idea of the Mosaic. 

Barnett said he felt that the original 
idea of the mosaic was a decorative car 
toon, taking into account the legitimate 
technical possibilities of the medium.

Civic League in Annual Report 
Outlines. Plan to Eliminate 
Politics. 


PETITIONS TO. NOMINATE 


Proposed System Provides for 
Preferential Vote for Elective 
Officials, Including Aldermen. 


The first step in a campaign by the 
Civic League to change the system of 
municipal elections, by which party pol- 
itics will be entirely eliminated. was 
taken yesterday, when John H. Gund- 
lach, president of the league, issued his 
annual report outlining its work for the 
new year. Active work will be started 
next week, Gundlach announced, with 
the selection of a committee to conduct 
the campaign. 

The league propases to abolish party 
primaries, for which it would substitute 
nomination by direct petition; to abol- 
ish party names on municipal ballots; 
to elect the Mayor, Comptroller and 
President of the Board of Aldermen by 
@ majority instead of plurality vote by 
preferential voting: to provide for pro- 
portional representation in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

An ordinance by the Board of Alder- 
men could accomplish all these changes 
except the last, for which an amend- 
ment of the charter would be necessary. 

Control of the People Designed. 

Roger N. Baidwin, secretary of the 
league, in a digest of Gundlach’s report, 
expresses the opinion that if the pro- 
posed changes in election laws become 
effective the control of the city elec- 
tions ‘‘will be transferred from the poll- 
ticians to the people.” 

In advocating the abolition of party 
primaries, the Civic League will propose 
that elective city officers shall be nom- 
inated by direct petitions, and that the 
ballot on election day shall not denomi- 
nate any candidate as ‘‘Republican” or 
‘‘Democratic.” 

Under the system proposed, the voter 
in casting’ his ballot for Mayor would 
indicate on® candidate as his first choice, 
another his second choice and another 
his third choice. 

The candidate receiving the greatest 
number of votes as first choice would 
not necessarily be elected. A majority 
of all voting would be necessary to elect. 
If the candidate receiving the largest 
vote as first choice did not have a ma- 
jority, the votes for him as second 
choice would be added. If he than did 
not have a majority the votes for him 
as third choice would be added. If 
these gave him a majority he would be 
declared elected, but if they did not 
give him a majority, the candidate hav- 
ing the second highest number as first 
choice would have added to his votes 
the votes cast for him as second and 
third choice. Under this system the can- 
didate who recetved the third highest 
vote as first choice might be elected. 

The charter amendment proposed to 
change the method of selecting mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen results 
from the idea that with the election of 
the members at large the minority party 
has no representation on the board. At 
present all the members are .Repub- 
licans. 

Proportional Representation, 

Under a system. of proportional repre- 
sentation, each party or interest would 
be entitled to. representation on the 
board in the proportion that it cast votes 
at the last election. 

Thus, if there were three parties cast- 
ing a total of 160,000 votes, of which 
the Republicans cast 80,000, the Demo- 
crats 40,000 and the Progressives 4,000, 
ir. the next election for members of the 
Board of Aldermen the Republicans 
would be entitled to one-half the mem- 
bers, or 14, and each of the other par- 
ties would be entitled to one-fourth, or 
seven. 

The annual report gives four other 
movements which the league regards as 
its “big work’’—vigorous and compre- 
hensive city planning, more efficiency 
and lees waste in city government, tn- 
ereased neighborhood use of public 
school buildings and the campaign for 
making the School Board appointive.

REPLY TO AN EDITORIAL 


Former Governor's Newspaper | j 


Advocated Plan for St. Louis- 
ans to Control Road. 


Former Judge Henry S. Priest, 
counsel for the Reorganization Com- 
mittee of the Frisco Railroad, in an 
interview with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday, discussing the prop- 
osition. advanced by former Gov. 
Francis in an editorial of the Re- 
public, of which Francis holds the 
controlling interest, that the company 
ought to be reorganized by 8t. Louis 
interests, suggested that he would %e 
delighted to have Francis and other 
stockholders allied with him raise 
$150,000,000, pay the bondholders in 
full their overdue interest and princi- 
pal, take possession of the road and 
do what they please with it. 

Francis, in the editorial columns uf 
his newspaper, first tacitly approved 
the Frisco reorganization plan, as 
originally submitted to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, but later 
w ed the Commission that a heavy 
responsibility rested upon it in con- 
nection with the plan, and finally com- 
mended the commission for rejecting 
the plan. 

Big Interests in St. Louis. 

Francis is a Frieco stockholder. The 
editorial published in the Republiie 
yesterday indicated that he and Judge 
Priest are wide apart on the reorgan- 
ization plan.. It stated that 150,000 ef 
the 500,000 shares of Frisce stock are 
owned by St. Louisans, and that this 
holding is greater than has been de- 
posited with the New York Protec- 
tive committee, “whose maximum 
claim of the shares deposited has 
never exceeded 125,000 shares.” 

It is well known in financial cir- 
cles that the personal relations of 
Priest and Francis, which heave been 
very intimate for many years, have 
been severely strained over the Frisco 
reorganization plans, and tnat it has 
required all the skill and diplomacy 
of Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co. and the Mercan- 
tile National Bank, to prevent an 
open rupture. 

When Priest was asked if it was 
true that the reorganization plans do 
not sufficiently recognize St. Louis 
interests, and how many shares of 
St. Louls stock were represented in 
the plan, he said: 

“Approximiately, 163,000 shares. The 
St. Louis Union Trust Co. represents 
125,000 shares and the Mercantile 
Trust Co. 37,000 shares, all of which, 
for their clients, has been deposited 
with the reorganization managers.” 

“What St. Louis stockholdings are 
not deposited with the managers?” 

“Including, B. F. Yoakum’s block, 
less than 60,000 shares. Moses Sale 
had 1050 shares; D. Sommers, 400; 
Eisenmayer of Springfield, 2500; 
David Goldsmith, 100; Sam Lazarus, 
1700, and a. P. Ghio, about 2000.” 

Judge Priest's attention was called 
to the Republic’s editorial statement 
that 150,000 shares of western stock 
were not represented in the reorgani- 
zation. 

“I do not know of any 160,000 
shares of unrepresented outstanding 
stock,” Priest replied. 

All Head a Chance, 

“Every stockholder had a chance to 
come in who wanted to do so. If 
Gov. Francis knows of any 8t. Louis 
stockholders who want to reorganizo 
the road, the way is simple. 

“All they have to do is to raise 
$150,000,000 and pay off the bond- 
holders whose money is now over- 
due, both principal and interest. They 
can*then do with the road what they 
please. Maybe Francis is going to 
do something on that line.” 

In a further discussion of the plans 
for reorganizing the Frisco, Judge 
Priest said the object of reorganiza 
tion was to shift past fixed interests 
into a new form, a readjustment by 
agreement of the security holders to 
establish the road upon a solid finan- 
cial basis so that it might emerge 
from insolvency into solvency, es- 
tablish credit, and provide for future 
financial requirements.

sald. The senior mortgage on « large 
part of the road secures the refund- 
ing four bonds, aggregating $79,- 
000,000. The general lien fives are 
@ secondary lien on the property cov- 
ered by the refunding fours, and, in 
addition, are a first lien upon about 
1300 miles of road. There are $70,- 
000,000 of general lien fives out- 
standing. 
Interest In Behind. 

No interest has been paid upon the 
two bond issues for more than two 
years, and the interest and principal 
combined would amount to mere than 
$150,000,000, which Gov, Francis and 
other 8t. Louts stockholders would 
have to pay in order to control the 
Frisco as a St. Louis road. 

“When the company defaulted In fts 
interest payments, both the principal 
and interest became due, and Judge 
Priest says the bondholders are en- 
titled to their money. 

“Only two alternatives,” Priest con- 
tinued, “are offered to the stockhold- 
ers and general creditors of the 
Frisco: (1) To pay off the mortgage 
debt, or (2) to agree with the bond- 
helders on a reorganisation plan by 
which the bondholders will agree to 
take some other form of security in- 
stead of cash in settlement for their 
bends.” . 

He said the negotiations among the 
bondholders, stockholders and credi- 
tors, resulted in the agreement em- 
bodied in the reorganization plan 
submitted to the Public Service Com- 
mission. Neither the céurt nor the 
commission could foree these inter- 
ests to agrea, Judge Priest declared, 
and if the unsecured creditors and 
stockholders are net willing to ao- 
cept the agreement proposed by the 
bondholders, then their only relief is 
to pay off the bonded debt, and then 
they can do what they please with 
the property. 

$150,000,000 in Cash. 

“They must be prepared to pay over 
$150,000,000 in cash,” he said, “for 
they cannot compel the bondholders 
to take anything but cash. 

“The bondholders have agreed to 
insist upon cash. They realize there 
is a large equity in the road abeve 
the amount of their mortgages. 

“They say to the steckholders: ‘We 


Tare willing to give you the advantage 


and value of this equity, provided you 
accept our terms. Your stockholders 
have had the management of the 
property 15 or 20 years. Result: the 
road is in the hands of receivers; 
the interest has not been paid on our 
bonds for two years. 

“*While we do not want to summar- 
ily foreclose upon the mortgage and 
deprive you of the equity in the prop- 
erty, there are certain considerations 
that must be met. The first is: the 
fixed charges against the property 
must be so scaled down as to give 
absolute assurance that there will be 
no future default in the payment of 
these fixed charges, and no occasion 
for another receivership, 

“Second, the plan of reorganization 
must re-establish the credit of the com- 
pany and provide resources for the fu- 
ture maintenance and development of the 
property. 

Bendholders’ Pian. 

“Taking this view,” Priest continued, 
“the bondholders propose to set aside 
the mortgage securing the refunding 
fours and the general lien fives and pro- 
vide for a mortgage of primary security 
to the extent of $250,000,000. 

“All these bonds are not to be issued

HE lonting of the Terrazas ranches 
began in earnest in »December, 
1913. Villa, who had been in the 
public eye as a romantic sort of ban- 
dit, who was displaying unusual mili- 
tary talent, on the fourteenth of that 
month took prisoner Luis Terrazas Jr., 
son of the old feudal lord, and held him 
for $250,000 ransom.

ILLA,. fizhting southward, won bat-

14, 1914. he rode at the head of his 
reckless, tattered soldiers into Mex- 
ico City and assumed the presidency. 
Pretty good for an uneducated peon 
of unknown origin who a few years 
before was wanted by the police. 

He did not stay long in the capital 
but soon moved northward to meet 
the Carranza forces, which were un- 
der command of Gen. Alvaro Obre- 
gon, who was Villa’s friend when 
Villa was a Carranzista. His worst 
enemies do not question Villa's cour- 
age. He never evaded a battle, and 
he never sent his men where he 
would not go himself.

out “‘she-stuff,’’ as the cattlemen’s term 
has it. This means cows and heifers 
which usually are kept on the range to 
insure the production of the herd in 
future years. In the last six months 
more serious damage has been done to 
ihe ranges than in the 18 months pre- 
ceding, for the shipping of ‘‘she-stuff’’ 
creates the problem of restocking the 
ranges, and this is the work of years. 

Because of this, the American house- 
wife will pay a fraction more for beef 
until the ranges are restocked. The 
sudden cutting off of 100,000 beeves from 
the number which go yearly to feed the 
people of the United States is of con- 
siderable moment, when the supply and 
demand is as nicely adjusted as it is 
now, and when the price responds so 
sympathetically to any unfavorable 
event. 

The cautious cattleman allows his 
herds to grow constantly to the maxi- 
mum his ranges will support. He does 
not oversell his cattle, but disposes each 
year of the steers and the nonproductive 
old cows. With herds almost destroyed, 
as Terrazas’ are, the problem is to re- 
establish the stock before producing 
large numbers for market. 


Export Duty on 
Other Stolen Cattle.

In 
Chihuahua and Sonora, as doubtless 
in all other parts of Mexico, money 
disappeared as the revolutions 
dragged along, and everything of 
value was stolen by each invading 
army in turn. Coins soon¢were un- 
known and paper money scarce and 
of unknown or fluctuating value.

Then the cattle looters began mere, 
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paper money. This money, has been 
the official currency of Villa-held 
territory for the last two years and 
has been the wages the soldiers re- 
ceived, when they received any. 

Of the Chihuahua money, $360,000,000 
was officially sent forth. It is said that 
the director of the printing establish- 
ment, finding himself with certain paper 
and ink left over, and being a provi- 
dent soul, printed $5,000,000 worth for his 
own account. This was unofficial, but 
it circulated as well as the rest, and 
the gentleman has recently sent to his 
friends pictures printed in a newspaper 
of a $100,000 home he has erected in a 
California city. 

The $360,000,000

VW this paper money was worth for 
a time 29 cents American or goid 
wn the dollar. This price was not fixed 
by fiat, but because the gamblers in 
money, bankers, brokers, dealers in ex- 
change, figured that sum to represent 
the chance that Villa had of seating 
himself firmly in Mexico City, and ob- 
taining the recognition of the Powers, 
when the money would have gone to 
or nhearly so. That was its real 
value. It was held by people ail over 
Northern Mexico, and on the American 
side of the border, too. 

Buf when Obregon, the dapper and 
suave, whipped Villa, the blustering and 
swagger, at Celaya and Leon, the wind 
went out of the bag, and by the time 
Villa in his retreat had reached Agua 
Prieta, the financial balloon once so 
tightly inflated and so buoyant, lay 
shriveled on the ground. 

The people who held the money were 
the losers, and it is safe to assume that 
none of the wise ones had much at the 
end. The holders had given something 
for the money, goods or service, and 
for this they now have nothing. At one 
time of an accepted value of more than 
$100,000,000, the whole Chihuahua issue 
is now valueless except to numismatics 
and curio seekers.

Refutes Inuendoes in Kirkwood 
Courier That Certain Inter- 
ests Would Profit by Work. 


ANSWERS IN DETAIL 
Explains How Expenses of the 
Improvement Are Being 
Equitably Distributed. 


Harry B. Hawes, meniber of the 
ixecutive Committee of the Perma- 
nent Road and Bridge Association of 
St. Louis County, which is condyct- 
ing the campaign for the $3,000)00 
road bofd issue to be voted upon at 
a special election, Feb. 15, made a 
speech at Kirkwood last night in 
which he refuted what he termed the 
“lies” published in the Kirkwood 
Courier, in an effort to discredit the 
bond issue, The Courier is a weekly 


newspaper claiming 1200 circulation. 


L. M. Davis is its editor. 


Hawes said the Courier had 
charged that J. M. Jenson, a member 
of the County Grand Jury which in- 
dorsed the bond issue, was the owner 
of stone quarries, the inference be- 
ing that he favored the bond issue 
pecause he could sell stone to the 
county. Hawes asserted that Jenson 
does not own, and never has owned, 
a stone quarry. 

“The Kirkwood Courier charged me 
with being the owner of extensive 
gravel beds, carrying with it the in- 


| .ference that I advocated good roads 


becaues | desired to sell gravel to 
the county,” Hawes said. “I never 
owned, in whole or in part, a gravel 
bed or stone quarry, nor am Ia 
stockholder or counsel for any com- 
pany interested in the production of 
road material.” 
Replies to Other Charges. 

Another charge made by the Kirk- 
wood paper, Hawes said, was that 
the tax rate would be 45 cents on the 
$100 valuation to meet the bond is- 
sue. He asserted that it had been 
shown that 20 cents would be ample. 
It had also been charged by the Kirk- 
wood paper, Hawes said, that the bond 
issue had been indorsed by everybody 
except the man who will haye to bear 
the burden, and that among the in- 
dorsers were men from Texas and 
Kalamazoo who pay little or no taxes 
in the county. Hawes asserted that 
the roads and bridge association had

The measure 
later was dropped, however, at the sug- 
gestion of State Department officials, 
who held that it would seriously com- 
plicate negotiations with Japan over 
the California alien land law. 

Agreement With Japan. 

Exclusion of Chinese ,and Japanese 
students, business men, travelers and 
certain other excepted classes is not 
anticipated by members of the com- 
mittee, but the bill‘ is expected to put 
into legal form’ and amplify an in- 
formal agreement entered into eight 
years ago by Secretary of State Root 
and the Japanese Ambassador, under 
which Japan agreed not to issue’ pass- 
ports to Japanese laborers emigrating 
to the United States.

Both fines and imprisonment would be 
authorized for offenders and any steam- 
boat company. bringing an alien later 
deported would be required to refund 
the cost of his trip. 

Both the Astatic-exclusion sectien 
and the literacy test provision of the 
bill are expected to precipitate a vig- 
orous debate when the measure comes 
up in the House. The requirement for 
a literacy test has caused the failure 
of three previous immigration bills 
through presidential veto.

Tex.,~ Jan. 22.—Bernardo 
and Federico Duran, the Mexican cattle 
thieves involved in tle killing of Bert 
Akers, an Arrerican, yesterday “t 5a?) 
Lorenzo, Chihuahua, just below the 
boundary line, will ‘be executed ‘mor 
row miorning. at 5 o'clock, according +o 
an:announcement made tonight, by An- 
dreas Garcia, Mexican Consul here. 

“The Durans confesséd their ¢rime 
and were sentenced to death :oday,” 
said’ Garcia, “and a firing squad will

The body of Akers -was-delivered to 
the-American Consul, Thomas..D. Ed- 
wards, about 1 o’clock today . by the 
Judge of Letters of Juarez. Consul Ed- 
wards, with B. W. Eubank of Ysleta, 
a relative of Akers’, identified the body. 

Downs repeated te an official stenog- 
rapher ‘this afternoon the. story: which 
he had told early@today of the attack 
by. the * Durans. ‘In. this statement, 
which was telegraphed to Washington, 
Downs made the positive statment that 
at least five Mexicans fired upon them 
from the roof of the Duran house near 
San Lorenzo. Downs’ statement. also 
sets out that he and .Akers went into 
Mexican territory unarmed on the ad- 
vice of Thomas.D. Edwards, American 
Consul at Juarez. ; 

Zach L. Cobb, United States Customs 
Collector here, called the atténtion .of 
the Juarez authorities to Downs’: asser- 
tion that five Mexicans participated in 
the attack and asked that the three men 
believed to be still at large be arrested 
and punished also. 

“They let me see only Bernardo Du- 
ran, saying he was the man that con- 
fessed to having killed. Bert,’’ said 
Dewns, “but I am convinced that he is 
not the man who pursued us and who 
rode on Bert's horse and shot at me and 
finally killed Akers.” ) , 

Downs declared at Ysleta tonight that 
he had gone to Juarez late today and 
had seen Bernardo Duran, the man who 
is said to have confessed the killing, and 
that Duran was not the man who pur- 
sued him and Akers on the fatal chase

Mexican secret serv- 
ice man, detailed to aid the young Amer- 
icans in the search for six cows stolen 
from Mrs. J. D. Murphy, Akers’ sister- 
in-law, was relieved of his weapons py 
the Mexicans, but was not harmed. Ak- 
ers Was 25 years old, and leaves a wife 
and three children. Downs is a cowboy 
20 years old, and a Wild West rider. 

Texas Rangers spent last night lying 
out on the border hoping that some of 
the . Mexicans involved would coine 
across the border. The Duran brothers 
lived here for some time after coming 
from New Mexico, where their father 
had lived. 

“We had been going into h..xico ev- 
ery day since last Sunday in search vf 
the cows taken from Mrs. Murphy's 
ranch,” said Downs. 

“A ddiryman gave us a clew as to the 
whereabouts of the cows, He told us 
that some of the stock belongir to a 
man named Burrows, who lives half a 
mile eas tof Ysieta, had been miss 

“Juan Barrios, a Mexican detective, 
who lives in El Paso, was with us. He 
had been detailed to help us find the 
cows stolen from Mrs. Murphy. He 
was the only man among us who was 
armed. 

“When we got to the house the dairy- 
man had pointed out to us," we found a 
man who said that the people who had 
the cows had moved, just a few _sys 
ago. We: made him point out the house 
which he said they now occupied. This 
house was about a mile south of the 
San Lorenz Church, about three miles 
below the border, opposite West Ysleta. 

Found Cows in Corral, . 

“The hvuse was an old flat-roofed 
adobe. We rode up to it and after 
some questions had been asked among 
us as to the cows heing there in the 
corrals, Barrios knocked at the door. 
Akers went to the corral in the mean- 
time to sec if the Murphy cows were 
there. They were there and their ears 
had been nearly cut off and thy had 
been rebranded to disguise them. 

“Federico Duran came to the door in 
response to Barrios’ knocking. We 
knew this man in Ysleta, years pre- 
vious, where he and hig brother were 
charged with having stolen a ‘saddle 
from Boone Cathy, a garage man now 
living in El Paso. Duran hailed: Akers 
in the usual custom and said: ‘Hello, 
Chappo.’ ‘Chappo’ is the nickname uf 
Akers and was used by all of us. He 
knew us at once, as shown by this 
talute, contrary to the statements made 
to the Commandante at Juares, in which 
they claim that they did not know that 
either of us were Americans,

CARE OF TIRES IN WINTER 


“The winter season seems to strength- 
en the properly inflated tire,” says A. 
N. Stanley of. The Fisk Rubber Co. 
St. Louis branch. x 

“Under-inflation is responsible for a 
large percentage of tire expense: Most 
motorists think that during the summer 
months they should ride their tires at 
low pressure to. prevent blowouts. The 
decreasing of the pressure does not de- 


increases it, as the side walls are sub- 
jected to a greater bending strain and 
friction between the layers of fabric 
generates heat. Due to this excessive 
flexing the fabric cracks and loosens 
up to such an extent that the tire be- 
comes weakened. The cracked and 
chafed fabric ruins the inner tube. 

“During the winter season the motor- 
ist doés' not let. the air out of his tires 
as he does in summer, but allows his 
tires to have @ greater and more con- 
stant air pressure; hence the percent- 
age of tires consigned to the scrap heap 
is much less in winter than jn simmer. 

“It has been definitely determined by 
test, with a tire at proper pressure, 
that it is [mpossible to effect an in- 
crease in air pressure because of the 
heating of the tire when in use to such 
an exfent that it will injure it in any’ 
way. To prevent your tires from ‘faint- 
ing’ give them the proper amount of 
air.”’ )

CHICAGO, Fake 22.—Maclay Hoyne, 
State’s Attorney in Chicago, has demon- 
strated that the barometer of tax as- 
sessments reflects very largely the dis- 
position of officials to enforce the tax 
assessment laws. 

Hoyne was elected State’s Attorney in 
1912, took office the latter part of that 
vear, began prosecuting 75 persons for 
alleged tax-dodging in 1913, and that 
year the assessed valuation of real es- 
tate in Cook County, in which Chicago 
is located, was inereased voluntarily by 
taxpayers $219,374,026. 

As a further proof of the rule, it is 
recorded that in’ the following year the 
assessed valuation of personal propert; 
déereased $400,677,745. In the meantime 
an Tilinois court had held that a prop- 
erty owner who falled to file a tax re- 
turn could not be prosecuted criminally. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne, though beat- 
ern on this question in the Criminal 
Court in Chicago and in the Tilinois 
‘ourt of Appeals, is now fighting it out 
in the Supreme Court. 

Interesting to St. Louis.

period of a year, #howing, from the in- 
ventories of estates in the Probate 
Court, that many millions of dollars had 
escaped taxation, there has been ho 
movement by prosecuting officials i! 
St. Louis to institute a grand jury in- 
vestigation of the accuracy of tax re- 
turns. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey has refused 
to begin such an investigation, announc- 
ing that the only prosecution possible 
under the Missouri law is for perjury 
in making a false return. He has said 
the success of such a “fishing expedi- 
tion” was purely problematical, and 
that he would not attempt to obtain 
perjury indictments unless there was 
submitted to him evidence of inten- 
tional perjury. 

When Maclay Hoyne was seated as 
State’s Attorney in Chicago, tax dodg- 
ing was one of the first matters which 
engaged his attention. He found that in 
Chicago a city covering 194 square miles, 
and having a population of nearly 2,500,- 
000, the total assessed valuation of all 
property, real and personal, was $1,297,- 
739,123. 

Assessed at One-Third. 

“IT knew, of course,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent one day 
this week, “that that amount did not 
anywhere near equal the valuation of 
property owned in Chicago, even taking 
into consideration that property here 1s 
assessed at only one-third of its actual 
value. 

“I believed that the city was entitled 
to its revenue as provided by law, and 
I believed it to be my futy to enforce 
the laws as to taxation, just as much 
as it was my duty to enforce the laws 
as they related to murder, highway rob- 
bery or any other crime. 

“I selected one of my assistants to 
begin a careful examination of the rec- 
ords and determine what should be 
done. We finally instituted 75 prose- 
cutions. We have won in some places 
and have been beaten:in others, but 
we found that the assessed valuation 
of property took a jump immediately 
after our prosecutions were begun. 
People became scared and they made 
tax returns. We were satisfied with 
that. We didn't really care to punish 
anybody. What we wanted was that 
taxable property should be returned for 
taxation to the Assessor. 

“The first year, the assessed valua- 
tion of real estate, increased $219,000,005 
When you come to think that that fig- 
ure is only one-third of the actual value 
of the property, -you Will ‘realize that 
our prosecutions caused to be returned 


had escaped taxation previously.’’ 


Law as an Weapon. 
State’s Attorney Hoyne and his assist- 
ant found there was a law in Illinois 
providing a fine and jail imprisonment 
for failing to make a tax return. They 
selected that as their weapon, 

They took their evidence before a 
grand jury, which was in sesSion eight 
months, and which returned no indict- 
ments. 

State's Attorney Hoyne, not dismayed 
by his failure to obtain results with a 
grand jury, filed informations against 
76 Chicago citizens who had failed to 
make tax returns or who had made re. 
turns the State’s Attorney believed were 
much lower than they should be. Near- 
ly all of those against whom informa- 
tions were filed hastened to the Asses- 
sor’s office and made returns. The 
cases against these were dismissed. A 
few stood trial and were fined. A great 
many others, against whom no court 
action had been taken, hastened to the 
Assessor's office and made returns. The 
names of 60,000 persons, who never had 
been on the tax books, were placed 
there through the voluntary action of 


the prosecutions started. 
Case of Julius Rosenwald. 

The State's Attorney, however, did not 
have easy sailing with all of his prose- 
cutions, In the course of his invest!- 
gations, he found that Julius Rosen- 
wald, president of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co,, had made no returns of personal 
property. Rosenwald was considered « 
wealthy man. The State's Attorney had 
understood he was a millionaire. 

Officers of a Chicago bank, which 
was transfer agent for Sears-Roebuc:: 
stock, was called to testify, and or. 
dered to bring in the tranefer books. 
From these witnesses it was learned 
that Rosenwald was the owner of com- 
mon stock of Sears, Roebuck & Co. two 
the amount of $38,000,000 and preferred 
stock to the amount of $1,590,000. From 
other sources it was learned that Ros- 
enwald owned some WU. 8. Steel stock. 
sume American Shipping stock and 
stocks in other large corporations. 

An information against Rosenwaid 
was filed, charging him with having 
failed to make a tax return for assess- 
ment. He employed lawyers and fought 
the case. He set up the defense thut 
that section of the law of 1872 pro- 
viding a penalty for failing to file a tax 
return had been repealed by implica- 
tion by the Legislature in 1898, when it 
revised the revenue laws of the State.

He succeeded in 
getting Rosenwald assessed for person- 
alty at $5,000,000 by the Assessor, who 


this penalty is 50 per cent. 
souri it is 100 per cent. Rosenwald thus 
was assessed at $7,500,000, and this as- 
sessment was confirmed by the Board of 
Review. 

Hoyne also points to the increase of 
$219,000,000 in assessed valuation of real 
estate as an evidence that his campaign 
was successful. 

“There was really an increase of $300,- 
000,000," he said, “but the Board of Re- 
view cut off enough property to bring 
the actual increase down to $219,000,000.” 
The effect of the court ruling that no 
criminal penalty could be imposed for 
failing to file a tax return, had the ef- 
fect of causing many persons who had 
personal property which was not eas- 
ilv found to fail to make a return. In 
1914 the personal assessment in Chicago 
was $729,747,3%. For 1915 it ‘— to 
$329, 069,660. 

In Chicago the tax rate is determined 
by the amount of taxes which will be | 
derived.

S INDEFINITE 


Goethals in Statement Gives 
but Little Hope of Early Re- 
sumption of Traffic. 


PANAMA, Jan. 2.—Owing to uncer~ 
tainty regarding the movement of slides 
in Gaillard Cut, the Panama Canal is 


~t ready to be reopened, nor can @ 


prediction as to its *prospective reopen- 
ing be made, according to a statement 
issued today by Major-General Goethals, 
He says: 

‘Tt ig not intended to reopen the ca- 
nal until a safe and practical). perman- 
ent channel is reasonably assured. This 
Cannot be assured at present, although 
the operations of the dredges during 
the past four months have shown that 
they are able, when not interrupted in 


the work by the passage of ships or the 
clearing ‘of the channel for navigation, 


to gain on the slides and it is hoped, 


to have a reasonable assurance that 
they can maintain this gain even with 
the delay from the above causes. 

“Tt is hoped that before long better 
information on the two main controlling 
features will be available. The large 
mass of rock at the base of Gold Hill 
on the east bank is being carefully ob- 
served. If the materials behind it move 
northwardly. as is not unlikely one dan- 
ger of interruption to navigation will be 
removed. : 

‘The other feature is the rate of mo- 
tion that will result in the west slide 
when the dredges attack its face, as 
will shortly be done. It is believed 
that the dredges can keep well ahead 
of any possible motion in this mass, pro- 
vided the east bank is quiescent or near- 
ly #0. 

“As soon a8 this office feels that suf- 
ficient information on these points is 
at hand to justify it, a prediction will 
be made. In the meantime, it is recom- 
mended that the canal be not considered 
in the routing of shipping. The work 
in restoration of the canal is procced- 
ing most favorably. The office has in 
gaimd the desire of commerce to resume 
navigation through the canal, and as 
lohg as possible will be given to ship- 
pers in order that preparations for such 
reuting may be adequate.”’

Revival of Industry Here Ex- 
pected to Bring Resumption of 
lron Ore Mining in Missouri. 


An expenditure of at least $300,000 will 
be made within six months in moderniz- 
ing and increasing the capacity of the 
St. Louls blast furnace in Carondelet, 
Edward .¥. Goltra last night ‘told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, to provide for 
a pig iron and ferro manganese plart 
in St, Louis for which Goltra and other 
St. Louis financiers have organized a 
$5,000,000 corporation. : 

Goltra explained that the large capl- 
talization was necessary because of the 
intention of the organizers of the com- 
pany to include in it the ownership of 
several subsidiary corporations which 
will use much of the product of the fur- 
naces in the manufacture of iron pipe 
and structural tron. These manufac- 
turing plants, he said, would be in St. 
Louis. He said the sites for them had 
been virtually decided, but that he was 
not at liberty to give the locations. 

The new company will be known as 
the Mississippi Valley Iron Co. It will 


“be incorporated in Delaware, instead of 


Missouri, because of a feature of the 


Missouri law which prohibits one cor- 
poration from owning the stock of an-' 


other. 
Te Double Capacity at Once. 

The Bt. Louis viast furnace has a ca- 
pacity of 150 tons of pig iron a day. 
The new company, Goltra said, propos*s 
to double this capacity to start with, 
and expects soon after beginning opera- 
tions to Increase the capacky to about 
60 tons a day. 

Investigations by Goltra “and his as- 
sociates have shown that there is a 
market fn St. Louis alone for more 
than 360,000 tons of -pig iron a year. 
With the installation of tron pipe and 
structural iron works in St. Louis by 
the organizers of the new company, this 
demand will be greatly increased. 

Associated with Goltra in the enter- 
prise are Jesse D. Dana, John C. Rob- 
R. H. Stockton, E. C. Dameron, 
William Bagnell, David R. Francis, P. 
C.. Maffitt and T. 8. Maffitt. 

The negotiations leading up to the or- 
ganization of the company have been 
in progress more than a year, and 
hinged principally on a deal to procure 
a tract of iron ore land at Waukon, 
Io. This tract of 257 acres has been ob- 
tained, and the deal for the blast fur- 
nace property closed. 

Plant Near Coke Ovens. 

The plant is near the new coke ovens 
of the Laclede, Gas Light Co. The pro- 
moters are counting on the advantages 
of cheap coke and river transportation 
for its ore from Iowa to St. Louis to 
enable it to manufacture pig iron $ a 
ton cheaper than it can be manufac- 
tured in Pittsburg and other iron cen- 
ters. If their estimates are correct the 
new company will have a big -advan- 
tage over rival companies. 

The revival of the fron business rm St. 
Louis also is expected to bring about 
a revival in iron ore mining in South- 
east Migsourl, ‘where there are large 
iron deposits. Goltra said that yester- 
day he received long distance telephone 
messages from owners of iron lands in 
Southeast Missouri, seeking interviews 
regarding a sale of their interests. Gol- 
tra sald he had made appointments with 
them, 

The. 8t. Louis blast furnace property, 
which has been acquired for the new 
enterprise, occupies 11 acres fronting on 


the Mississippi Rives and extending 


back almost to Broadway, between 


Kansas and Soper streets.

St. Louis Housewife Has Only 
Moderate-Sized Chicken House, 
but Treated Fowls Humanely. 


Poultry Editor, Post-Dispatch. 

Just what can be accomplished in a 
city backyard may be of interest to your 
readers and to those who may be ambi- 
tious to indulge their poultry inciina- 
tion. The writer and the chickens re- 
ferred to herein reside “Somewhere in 
Our City,”’ In that section which Is 
bounded by Cabanne on the south, Page 
on the north, Union on the west and 
King’s highway on the east. 

In March and April, 1914, there were 
hatched out by my older hens about & 
chicks; 28 of them were pullets, the bal- 
ance roosters, which were speedily dis- 
posed of. The 28 pullets consisted of 2 
Silver-laced Wyandottes, four White 
Wyandottes and two nondescript. 

About Dec. 15, 19l4, these 28 pullets be- 
gan laying, the total product during De- 
cember being 77 eggs. An accurate rec- 
ord was kept during 1916, with the fol- 
lowing results:

Average 
per day, 11% eggs, or 168 eggs for 
each hen during the year.

ny Wine Suit. 
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Colony House for Pontes That 
lowa College Recommends | 


‘ 


HE A-shaped comny house de- 
scribed herein is recommended, by 
the Iowa Agricultural College. . 

There are several] features about this 
type of house which commend it to the 
poultryman. In the winter !t may be 
brought up close to the other buildings, 
where it can be used to house from 26 
to 30 mature birds. Used as a colony 
house in the summer, it will accommo- 
date 200 to 400 chicks, or a lesser num- 
ber as these grow up. Being on run- 
rers, or skids, it may be moved about 
easily, to provide néw range, more san- 
itary location, or for other purposes. 
Such a house is inexpensive to build 
and light in construction, but it is 
tight and comfortable. 

The house shown is 8xi0 feet. The 
runners are of 4x6-inch timber, 11 feet 
long. Joists are,of 2x4 acantling, laid 
2 feet apart, and on these tongued and 
grooved flooring is laid. 

The drawing at the top shows the 
framework in detail. Shiplap is nailed 
to the franfe with ¢zhe smooth side of 
the boards on the inside. The shiplap 
is } covered with a good grade of pre- 


Fertile Soil Big 
Factor With Poultry 


We have heard that livestock, other 
things being equal, does better on heavy, 
black, productive soil than on light or 
sandy. The: reason most often given is, 
not that the soil in itself makes the 
difference, but that the heavier soil pro- 
duces a greater quantity of green stuff. 
during a longer season, and that the 
grass on such soil is not only morg@ap- 
petizing, but more succulent and con- 
tains a larger quantity of constituerts 
which promote size and vigor. 

I believe this applies to poultry. Nev- 
ertheless, there is some advantage in 
sandy soll for poultry, it being dryer 
and fowls kept upon it are likely to be 
freer from colds. However, I believe 
that fowls attain greater size, vigor and 
beauty of plumage when they spend 
their life on rich, productive soil, on 
which something green is growing dur- 
ing most of the year. 

Poultry will do well on lighter soils 
with good care, but no one claims that 
with the same care you can raise as 
much corn per acre on light soil as on 
heavy, and I believe it cannot be truth- 
fully claimed that poultry and other 
livestock will do as well on the lighter 
soll. At the same time, as a business 
proposition, one may in some cases wise- 
ly select locations where the soll is 
lighter on account of the lower price 
at which {it can be purchased. 

A poultry raiser of some note, -who 
puts out eggs with farmers who raise 
chicks for him and sell the chicks to 
him in the fall, says that he always 
tries to put out the eggs on farms where 
the soll is deep and rich. He finds that 
when he gets such chicks in the, fall 
they are larger, more vigorous, more 
beautiful,-as a rule, than those raised 
on poorer soil. 

The practical value of all this for 
thioge who live in town and who cannot 
choose the character of the soil Is, that 
size and vigor in poultry depends to a 


igreat extent on plenty of succulent 


vegetable food, in some form, in all sea- 
= of the year.

pared roofing. The most convenient 
way to do this is to run the strips over 
the roof, and they should be securely 
nailed with roofing nails or cleats, and 
all laps cemented. 

There is a window on elther side of 
the front door and the door itself also 
snould have an opening of good size cut 
in it, to be closed with sash or canvas, 
as needed. 

In the photograph the left window is 
fitted with a runway for the use of 
chicks in entering and leaving the 
house. Roosts, nests, dropping plat- 
form and all other interior equipment 
should be easily removable, to facili- 
tate cleaning the house and to allow 
this equipment to be taken out entirely 
when spring comes and the structure is 
to become a brooder house. 

There is a slight difference in the plan 
shown in the drawing and that itn the 
photograph, as will be noted. In the 
rhotograph the runners are placed 
crosswise and the house is wider in 
proportion to its length. However, in 
the essentials the two are built on the 
same _ Plan throughout.

pembaaraser Don’ts 
in Duck Raising 


Don’t keep two or three differeat 
kinds of ducks. Choose one variety and 
breed for quality. 

Don’t try, by mixing it with their food, 
to force ducks to eat more grit than 
they want. 

Don’t be afraid of overfeeding. Ducks 
should be fed four or five times daily. 

Don't omit fresh vegetables and green 
stuff from their diet. 

Don't let their coops get damp and 
filthy. 

Don't forget plenty of clean, fresh wa- 
ter, and give them a chance to rest in 
the shade. 


Seed Potatoes Call 


for Careful Storing 

The potatoes intended for seed in t 
spring should be carefully sorted, and 
all bruised or cut tubers rejected. In 
storing them the main thing is to keep 
the room temperature high enowugh to 
prevent freezing and yet low enough to 
prevent sprouting. The best seed pota- 
toes are those that hdve not had their 
stored-up energy wasted by premature 
sprouting. At planting time the tubers 
should be hard, with the sprouts just 
showing. 


Don't try to raise du¢klings on whole 
wheat, cracked corn or commercial 
If used at all, these feeds 
should be well cooked, for ordinarily 
ducks do not-consume enough grit to 
grind dry grain. 

Don't give ducks sour feed, as it is 
likely to cause convulsions.

+ Mating . Seabrights. 

I would like to know whether a sea- 
bright male bird, golden in color, but 
sirea oy a silver one, is all right to 
mate with hens to get a standard golden 
bird. Would the young birds be pure 
bred golden seabrights if their color is 


ali right?—F. O’C., St. L. 


I should strongly advise you not to 
mate this bird to the golden hens. I 
don’t know what you would get, but I 
don’t believe results would be satisfac- 
tery. . You are quite likely to get an as- 
sortment of colors, according to gener- 
ally accepted theories of breeding, the 
progeny being likely to show both the 
colors of-the silver and golden aneestry. 
It is possible, however, the chicks may 
be golden geabright in color, though I 
doubt it. You will be more likely to 
get some that are like the silvers, others 
that are golden and others a mixture of 
the two. Of course, there are no pedi- 
gree rules as in the case of horses, cat- 
tle and hogs, that is, you.don’t have to 
register the breeding, and if the chicks 
come out all right, that is the essential 
thing, but you are taking a very positive 
risk when you make the mating suggest- 
ed. 


Feeding Rations. 

I have about 50 chicks and they lay 
four or five eggs a day. They have free 
range. I feed cracked corn, rye and 
scme cane seed. I have charcoal and 
sund for grit. Please tell me why I 
don't get more eggs. Can you also tell 
me the best kind of feed and what kind 
of mash I should use? 

I do not think your feeding system 
is good. I am inclined to think that 
chickens should not have very much 
free range at this time of year. Cane 
seed is about the same in feeding 
quality as corn. [In other words, ! 
believe you are giving too much of 
this kind of feed. I don’t believe 
cane seed has first-class feeding qual- 
ity, as compared with other grains. 
The best grains are corn, oats and 
wheat, although cane seed has value. 
Kafir is good, nearly equal to corn. 
The charcoal is all right, and sand 
has some value as grit, but not much. 
What is needed is sometiiing with 
sharp surface that has. grinding 
power. Some gravel is good, but the 
commercial grit which you can buy 
at feed stores and poultry suppl 
houses is better. You “say nothing 
about meat or any kind of green stuff, 
If you can get green cut bone, that 
I believe is the best form in which to 
give animal food at this time of year, 
It will help stimulate egg production, 
You can buy it at some stores and 
poultry supply houses. If you will 
feed about 10 pounds weekly of this 
for a time I am confident that re- 
sultes will be good. I suggest that 
you feed the grain wheat more than 
anything else in deep straw or other 
litter so that the birds will have to 
dig for it. Do this in the morning. 
Try to get it deep enough so they 
will have to work at it for’*two or 
three hours, then give them some 
green feed at noon. Cabbage is the 
best available green stuff at this time 
of year and it is good. At night I 
should, feed corn and oats one night, 
and a mash the next. I am not claim- 
ing that this fs the ideal system of 
feeding, but I believe it is a good 
ration at this time of year for a 
change. There are various mashes 
which have value. I suggest that you 
mix equal parts of ground oats and 
bran and, if possible, moisten with 
skim milk or buttermilk. Feed it 
slightly warm before the birds go to 
rcost. If the birds are in good gen: 
eral condition and practically free 
from lice, I believe that you can soon 
see good results from the change of 
diet suggested.

Methods to Obtain 
Eggs in Winter 


“To secure eggs in winter one must 
first have a comfortable house for 
the layers,’ writes a Pittville, Mo., 
poultry raiser to the Missour! Rural- 
ist. “The house must be free from 
dampness and drafts. Then there 
must be an abundance of ciean drink- 
ing water kept free from freezing. 


“For the morning feed we give 
small grain, wheat or kafir, or mixed 
grains, one.péttit for every 10 hens, 
ee in straw or any elean lit- 
er. 

“For the midday meal, clover or 
alfaifa hay chopped in short lengths 
is given. To prepare this hay I use 
a large wooden ‘bucket with a lid

When 
the weather is fine and the hens can 
find green food we omit the clover 
or alfalfa, and feed a mash moistened 
with milk and water. We get plenty 
of eggs through the»winter.

PRUSSIAN DIET 
SOCIALISTS WANT 


Demand That Germany Repair 
Wrong Done to the In- 
vaded Country. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
LONDON, Jan. 22.—All but one of the 
Socialist members of the Prussian Diet 
have subscribed to a declaration call- 
ing on the German Government to re- 
store to Belgium her independence and 
repair, as far as possible, the wrong 

done her. 

The declaration was read in-the Diet 
in the course of debate, on Monday, by 
Ilerr Hirsch, spokesman of the Social 
Democratic party. After criticising the 
Chancellor’s recent speech in the Reich- 
stag as Offering but little prospect of 
peace negotiations, it proceeds: 

“As international Social Democrats, 
true to our principles, we cannot ever 
lend our assistance to the work of sub- 
jugating other peoples and of infringing 
upon their political and economic inde- 
pendence: We feel the sufferinks of 
the working classes of countries op- 
posed to our own countrymen. Our ene- 
mies will only be inclined to make peace 
when they have guaranteed the same 
security of their national rights and in- 
terests as we claim for Germany. 

Wants Pians of Conquest Renounced. 

“Especially do we demand that Bel- 
gium be restored to complete independ- 
ence and that the wrong done her, 
acknowledged by the Chancellor him- 
self on Aug. 4, 1914, should be complete- 
ly repaired. 

“We demand that the German Gov- 
ernment should take the Initiative and 
first renounce all plans of conquest in 
order to smooth the way to a peace 
redounding to the welfare of mankind. 

“The outbreak and the course of the 
war has branded the Imperialist sys- 
tem of violence in the eyes of the whole 
world. Not by the power of bayonets 


nor by vests and outr. e, nor by 

the erection® of new bulwarks’ in the 

shape of oo nee of territory, can 

eggs and ligation be secured, but 

y th conscious solidarity of the work- 
classes of all countries.”’

T the age of 19 I was employed in the 
shipping department of a large publish- 
ing house at a salary of $6 a week, with 
the prospect of advancement remote. 
My family was in urgent need of all the 
help I could give, and it stung me to 
the quick that I could earn so little. 

I grew restless, and one day last February suddenly 
decided to make a change. Instead of taking a car for 
home, I boarded a steamer for Boston. I did not let my 
pa~ents know of my intention, expecting tr do better 
in that city, and then to surprise them with my suc- 
cess. I tried to get a position worth while, but could 
find nothing better than a place as a “bus boy” in a 
Junchroom at $5 a week, and lost this in a few days. 

“he next day, having had nothing to eat, I signed 
on the ocean steamer Etonin, bound for Livérpool with 
a cargo of horses. My job was working the donkey en- 
gine for getting feed up out of the hold: it was an 
easy job, two hours a day. The rest of the time we 
played cards, and when we reached Liverpool I had 1 
cent in my pocket. The trip lasted two weeks. The 
ship was not to start back for Boston for 14 days, and 
I had either to work or starve. There was many a job 
I might have had but for the fact that I was an Amer- 
ican. That was the excuse given for refusing me em- 
ployment in Liverpool. 

I had no choice but to go to the naval recruiting office. 
I said I was born in Dublin and was at once accepted. 
I received a half a crown, which was 1 shilling from 
the King, another from the Queen and sixpence from 
th- Prince of Wales. I signed for the period of hostili- 
ties only, and that night had a good supper at the Gov- 
ernment’s expense. 

Then I was sent to the training depot at Portsmouth, 
where I received my uniform and kit. I was two weeks 
training with the rifle and bayonet, and one week at 
target practice. At last I was subjected to a rigid phys- 
ical examination and declared fit for servies on his 
majesty’s ships. That afternoon I was drafted to the 
torpedo-boat destroyer Lynx, which reached the Dar 
danelles in safety at noon on April 19. I was assigned 
for service on the Queen Bilisabeth, which I boarded twe 
days later when she came out from the firing line in 
the Narrows for ammunition, ofl, fuel and food sup-

At 2 a. m. on April 25 there was a fire in the midship- 


ahten’s room, caused by the explosion of a Turkish shell. 


We were four and a half hours fighting the fire, and 
two hours in repairing the damage. The roll was called 
at 9:45 a. m. and every man answered, for there were 
no casualties among our crew. At 10 a. m. on the same 
day a tube exploded in the No. 4 boiler room. 

On April 26 the Queen Elizabeth was ordered out from 
the firing line to bring up troops to the Gallipoli Pe- 
ninsula, and on April 28 the Royal Scots were taken 
aboard from a transport in the Aegean Sea. We returned 
at once to the firing line and landed them safely under 
heavy fire of the enemy. 

We withdrew. at once from the enemy’s range for sev- 


eral miles° and, borrowing a telescope, I watched the

“When we found ourselves completely surrounded by 
the Turks and’ all escape. cut off,’ he said, “those re- — 
maining agreed to fight it out to the last man. The last 
] remember is hearing a roaring noise. When I recov- 
ered consciousness I was lying in the midst of 15 dead 
comrades, who were killed by the shell that wounded 
me. Fourteen hours later I was discovered by the French 
Red Cross and taken to their camp, where I lay for 48 
hours, after having received a rough field dressing. 

“With my clothes cut off 1 lay on a stretcher, with 
no attendance, except that I was fed regularly. The 
doctors had hundreds more than they eould attend to.

On May 8 the news of the sinking of the Lusitania 
reached us by wireless, and the bombardment by the 
Queen Elizabeth became doubly terrific, more damage 
being done to the enemy that day than ordinarily in a 
week. The reply from the Turkish forts, too, increased 
in fury, but with hardly any effect except to scratch the 
paint on the sides of our ship and punctur® one of the 
smokestacks. The next day there was a call for 1000 
men, 200 from each of the five largest ships, to support 
the soldiers in a landing party. ' 1 was one of the num- 
ber told off from the Queen Elizabeth. Evefy man re- 
ceived a rifle, bayonet. 200 rounds of ammunition and

On leaving the ship the commander's order was: “My 
boys, take those trenches or don't come back.”

‘States whi was the land of the Cliff 
Dwellers. t, a few years ago, was only a 
vast, cedar-covered mound in the Mesa Verde 
National Park in Southwestern. Colorado, today 
stands revealed as the site of a temple of a strange, 
extinct race of human beings. 

Its discoverer, Dr. J. Walter Fewkes of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, declares its ruins not only the —. 
piece of masonry in that whole field, but also the 
mysterious in a region. rich with historic ruins. It 
not like any other edifice constructed by the Cliff Dwell- 
ers and is by far the most imposing. There seems to 
be little doubt that it was the seat of womhip of the 
sun and a home of weird religious rites. 

Previous excavations have proved that the Mesa Verde 
was the home of a large settlement of aborigines. The 
great jumble of dwéllings now known as Cliff Palace 
is near and Mummy Lake, with its mounds now sup- 
posed to contain the ruins of other prehistoric build- 
ings, is not far away. Curiously enough, although Dr 
Fewkes and his assistants have been digging up the 
temple for more than a year, practically nothing of 
what they were doing has been made public until re- 
cently. : 

While working on the Cliff Palace ruins in 1909, 


Dr. Fewkes frequently observed a large, irregular mound 


on the mesa, directly across Cliff Canyon, opposite the 
“palace.” It was covered with trees\many apparently 
of great antiquity, but something about—it—caused. the 
archeologist to wonder whether it might not hide edhne- 
thing of interest to the antiquarian. His interest /was 
increased when he found in its soil, upon closer m- 
, ination, pieces of stone that appeared to-ha¥e been 
” shaped by the hand of man. 

It was not until last summer, however, that he was 
able to begin excavating. In a short time he found his 
surmises were correct. The workmen came upon the 
ruins of what appeared to be a large double wall, dif- 
ferent in design from any of the other antient walls of 
the territory. It proved to be a part of the outer seg- 
ment of the strange sun temple. } 

Today the whole ruin stands revealed.

In the ad- 
dition, the “court” is rh up by transverse walls divid- 
ing it into more or less rectangular rooms, with two 
more circular shrines. _ 

As originally built, the walls must have been about 
twelve feet high and the whole must have been cov- 
ered by a roof. As there are no piercings in the outer 
walls, entrance must have been from the roof. In other 
words, the structure apparently was intended for secrecy, 
with admission only to the initiates of its priestcraft, the 
general public probably being excluded. As if to bear 
out this conclusion, there is a small, circular wall not 
far from the main building. Here, it is possible, rites 
were performed for the public outside, while the priests 
were going through their own mysteries within. 

The whole building is 121.7 feet long and 64 feet in 
the widest part.

Many crude 
tools, such as hammers \ 
and pecking stones, have 
been found in the neighborhood. 

Perhaps the most striking thing — 
about. the building is a stone’ fossil, 
set in the outer wall near the south- 
west corner. F. H. Knowlton of the United 
States National Museum has identified it as the fossil of 
a palm leaf. Dr. Fewkes is of the opinion that the 
aborigines, when one of them found it, observed its 
rayed leaves, which in. some way suggested to them a 
symbol of the sun. 

“At all events,” he says in his official report, “they 
have partially inclosed this emblem with walls in such 
a way as to inclose the figure on three sides, leaving a 
the inclosure open on the fourth or west side. There can 
be no doubt that the walled inclosure Was a shrine and 
the figure in it may be a key to the purpose of the build- 
ing. ‘The shape of the figure on the rock suggests a sym-~- 
bol of the sun, and if this suggestion be correct, there 
can hardly be a doybt that solar rites were performed 
about it.” 

As to the age of the structure, the archeologist is un- 
able to determine with any certainty. His best approx- 
imation is that it was completed about"100 years before 
Columbus started on his memorable voyage that ended 
with the discovery of America. He gives the following 
explanation for this conclusion: 

“We have knowledge of the lapse of time because 
the mound had accumulated enough soil on its surface 
to support the growth of large trees. Near the summit 
of the highest wall in the annex there grew a juniper or 
red cedar of great antiquity, alive and vigorous when 
I began work. This tree undoubtedly sprouted after 
the desertion of the building and grew after a mound had 
developed from fallen walls. Its roots penetrated into the 
adjacent rooms and derived nourishment from the soil 
filling them. 

“A section of this tree was found by Mr. Gordan Park- 
er, supervisor of Montezuma National Forest, to have 
300 annual rings, its heart is decayed, bit its size sug- 
gests other rings, and that a few more years can be 
added to its age. 

“It is not improbable that this tree began to grow 
on the top of the sun temple mound shortly after the 
year 1540, when Coronado first entered New Mexico, but 
how great an interval elapsed during which the walls 
fell to form the mound and how much earlier the foun- 
dations of the ruined walls were laid, no one can tell. 
A conservative guess of 250 years is allowable, thus car- 
rying the antiquity of the sun temple back to about 1300. 
A.D.” 

The archeologist has examined many theories as to 
the probable purpose of the building and has rejected all 
of them except the one which considers it a place for 
worship. It could not have been a fort, he thinks, because

“Other questions arise: Was Sun Temple constructed

“This theory seems to me untenable, for where did 
these incoming aliens live while building it?

“The argument that cliff dwellers in the neighbor-

strong. The architectural difference between it and Cliff

by verdict of remarkable jury of four 
college presidents, four poets and 
four novelists—Poems entitled “Mar- 
riage Cycle” sing of the Palmers’ 
courtship and wedded happiness :: 


F a woman, on her deathbed, solemnly and ex- 
plicitly commands her husband to burn the 
manuscript of her unpublished poems, could he 
be justified in ignoring her dying wish and 
publishing the poems to the world? 

This delicate problem in ethics was presented 
for solution to Prof. George Herbert Palmer of 

Harvard University. One might have expected it to 

cause him little difficulty, as he has for years occupied 

the chair of ethics at that institution. Yet he was 13 

years at the task, and found it so formidable that he 

finally felt compelled to call upon the assistance of an 
extraordinary jury of four college presidents, four novel- 

ists and four poets. Their verdict is embodied in a 

slender volume of poems entitled, “A Marriage Cycle,” 

by Alice Freeman Palmer, which has just been issued by

the Houghton-Mifflin Co. 
Prof. Palmer does not name the four college presi- 


dents whom he consulted in his perplexity, but one may: 


hazard the surmise that they were 
Presidents Eliot of Harvaid, Angell of 
Michigan, Hazard of Wellesley and 
Tucker of Dartmouth, for they were in- 
timate friends of the couple and de- 
livered addresses at Mrs. Palmer's 
funeral in the chapel of Harvard Col- 
lege. Who the four novelists and tie 
quartet of poets may be is known only 
to themselves and to Prof. Palmer, but 
we have his assurance that they “all 
are persons of standing and social ex- 
perience.” He also had the advice of 
his colleague, the. late Prof. Charles 
Eliot Norton, an eminent authority on 
the fine arts. 

One precedent of:a sort Prof. Palmer 
had for his guidance. It is well known 
that the poet Virgil, when, dying, laid 
upon his literary executors an express 
command to destroy the manuscript of 
his “Aeneid,” which he had not had 
time to polish as his fastidious taste 
desired.. The executors won the grati- 
tude of the world by disobeying the 
poet’s wish. 

But between the two cases there ¥ were 
important distinctions. The “Aeneid” 
was on a public and political subject, 
that of the founding of Rome. Mrs. 
Palmer’s poems are exclusively personal, 
dealing with her, husband’s wooing-and 
their intimate happiness in marriage. 
She herself felt such reserve concerning 
them that not ‘until a year before. her 
death did she permit even Prof. Palmer 
to suspect she was at work upon the 
cycle, and most of the poems he did not 
see until she was gone. Furthermore, 
the “Aeneid” is one of literature’s su- 
preme masterpieces; and not even the 
most ardent admirer of Mrs. Palmer's 
genius could maintain that the destruc- 
tion of her poems would have been a 
calamity to letters comparable to the 
burning of Virgil’s epic.

te:med herself a Western girl because the formative 
years of her youth were spent at Michigan University

There are not as many American actors in London 
as there are British actors in New York—but you can 
hardly walk down Piccadilly without stepping into one.

London is in no mood for 
serious plays. 

A New Yorker, who has seen the successful Broadway 
shows, has very little to see in London. And the Lon- 
don reviews such “Shell Out,” “Push and Go,” which 
one might suppose were more or less original, are prac- 
tically made up of American songs, jokes and perform- 
ers. There has never been a time when the London 
stage has been so completely dominated by American 
offerings as at present. The reason is apparent. Lon- 
don managers are unwilling to risk their money in. new 
ventures. It is less risky to bring over successful Amer- 
ican plays. 

Compared with Berlin and Vienna, where Shakspeare, 
Moliere, Ibsen and Strindberg are the bill in several 
theaters, the drama in London is at a very low ebb. 
Except a play by Pinero—a very poor play, by the way— 
there is not a single offering on the London stage by 
a playwright of the first rank. The most notable offer- 
ing is “Mavourneen,” by Louis N. Parker, who is hardly 
more than a second-rate dramatist. It is beautifully 
staged and Miss Lilly Elsie gives a charming per- 
formance in it, but it is something that will be forgot- 
ton in another twelvemontnh. 

“The Case of Lady Gamber” and “Quinney’s,” both by 
Horace A. Vachell, are in the “success” column. The 
former is quite a good melodrama, but it is only draw- 
ing fair audiences at tiie Savoy, despite the fact that H. 
B. Irving is its featured player. “Quinney’s” is a big 
comedy success at the Haymarket and well vorth see- 
ing, About the only other important offering is “The 
Ware Case.” a detective melodrama, at Wyndiam's The-
